Federal investigators and Arab- 
. American groups say anti-Arab vio- 
. .lence, threats and harassment all in- 

• crease whenever Americans, in partic- 
/ ular, are threatened by Arabs or Mos- 
»* Iems. This was the pattern after a 
- Trans World Airlines jetliner with 104 
<* Americans was hijacked to Lebanon in 

June 1985, after the cruise ship Achille 
Lauro was seized by Palestinian gun- 
men last October and after American 
planes bombed Libya in April, an at- 
«tack that was itself a reply to Libyan- 
sponsored terrorism in Europe. 

Some of the deepest worries among 
Arab-Americans have focused on the 
murder of Alex Odeh, the West Coast 

• - regional director of the American-Arab 
/Anti-Discrimination Committee. Mr. 

Odeh was killed by a bomb last October 


in Santa Ana, Calif., soon after the. 
Achille Lauro hijacking. 

-.Although the murder has not been 
solved, Oliver B. Revell, executive 
assistant director of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, told the House 
Subcommittee on Criminal Justice on 
Wednesday that the bureau suspected 
that “Jewish extremist elements” 
were responsible for the Odeh murder 
as well as for similar bombings aimed 
at purported Nazi war criminals. - , 

Cyclical Pattern Is Seen 

Mr. Revell also said that a recently 
disclosed Secret Service memorandum 
stating that the F.B.I.'s investigation 
of the Odeh killing had failed and had 
been “closed” was inaccurate. 

It is not just the Odeh killing, how- 
ever, that is causing concern among 
Arab-Americans. They also say they 
are worried by the signs that anti-Arab 
violence rises in waves, that it seems to 
be fueled by widespread ethnic stereo- 
types and that at least some of the vio- 


lence appears to have been spear- 
headed by militant groups such as the 
Jewish Defense League and the Jewish 
Defense Organization. 

Fans Bouhafa, a spokesman for the 
American-Arab Anti-Discrimination 
Committee, was asked Thursday if 
anti-Arab violence had risen in the 
United States after terrorist attacks in 
Europe last spring were linked to Libya 
and followed by American air raids on 
Tripoli and Benghazi. Mr. Bouhafa re- 
plied from the group's Washington 
headquarters, “Yes, absolutely.” 

“In Dearborn, Mich., the night of the 
attack, three individuals went through 
the Arab community smashing the win- 
dows of restaurants,” Mr. Bouhafa 
said, consulting his log. “Outside of a 
pub in Syracuse, N.Y., two days after 
the attack, an Arab student was 
jumped by 10 individuals and blinded in 
one eye.” 

Ten days later, he said, a Detroit 
. radio station reported that an Egyptian 
medical student in Cicero, 111., had 
been badly beaten. Two weeks later, an 
Arab- American restaurant owner in 
New Haven reported threatening phone 
calls from the Jewish Defense League. 

In recent months acts of anti-Arab 
violence appear to have receded at a 
time when there has been a relative ab- 
sence of successful terrorist attacks 
against Americans, Europeans or Is- 
raelis. 

Slaying of Disabled American 

After the Achille Lauro hijacking, in 
which Leon Klinghoffer, a retired New 
Yorker, was shot to death and thrown 
from the ship in his wheelchair, many 
anti-Arab incidents * were reported in 
addition to the bombing that killed Mr. 
Odeh and injured seven other people. 

Anti-Arab language also grew heat- 
ed. The head of the Jewish Defense 
League, Irv Rubin; publicly approved 
of the killing of Mr. Odeh while denying 
that the league was involved in terror- 
ism. Mordechai Levy, head of the Jew- 




ish Defense Organization, said in *a 
telephone interview that the American- 
Arab Anti-Discrimination Committee, 
whose national chairman is former 
Senator James G. Abourezk of South 
Dakota, was a “front” for the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

Mr. Levy said the Jewish Defense 
Organization had 3,000 members and 
that it encouraged them to train with 
firearms for self-defense. He denied 
that he was anti-Arab or anti-Islamic. 
Unlike the Jewish Defense League, he 
said, “We don't advocate throwing all 
the Arabs- out of Israel.” He said his 
colleagues had beaten .people but had 
not murdered anyone or planted any 
bombs. 

.Threat to Arab-Americans 

. Last Dec. 10, two months after the 
Odeh killing, the Director of the F.B.I., 
William H. Webster, told reporters that 
Arab-Americans had entered “a zone 
of danger.” Referring to extremist 
Jewish groups, he warned that some 
Arab-Americans had become targets 
of a conspiracy aimed at “enemies of 
Israel.” 

. This year, according to Mr. Bouhafa, 
cases of anti-Arab violence have in- 
cluded the Jan. 9 shooting of a Palestin- 
ian grocer in Milwaukee by two men 
who took no money; the unexplained 
beating of the editor of an Arab news- 
paper in Philadelphia on Jan. 17, and 
threats and vandalism elsewhere. 

Last summer, after the T.W.A. hi- 
jacking, anti-Arab incidents recorded 
by Mr. Bouhafa’s group included the 
wounding of two Boston police officers 
when a bomb exploded outside the local 
American-Arab Anti-Discrimination 
Committee office; telephone death 
threats against a New York Arab 
group, Arab People to American Peo- 
ple; a threatened takeover by the Jew- 
ish Defense League of the Islamic Cen- 
ter of New England in Quincy, Mass., 
and two firebombs thrown through the 
window of a Houston mosque.

I find your response of June 25, 1986 disappointingly inadequate and unsatis- 
factory. FBI's refusal to get involved in apprehending murderers of Professor 
Ismail Al Faruqi and his wife is neither understandable nor acceptable. 

As you well know, more than two months later, the perpetrators of this heinous 
crime are still at large, in spite of recovery of plenty of evidence. With no 
new leads in sight, the local authorities seem to be at an inpasse. 


I am certain that you are aware that the local authorities had ruled out bur- 
glary as a motive, and had described the crime as "pre-meditated murders". 
There is substantial reason to suspect involvement of extremist Jewish groups, 
such as Jewish Defense League, etc. (See the enclosed article from The New 
York Times- July 20, 1986) . 



FBI must get involved to bring the terrorist murderers of Ismail Al Faruqi and- 
his wife to justice: It is an imperative of the situation. FBI must alscT'fe- 
double their investigation of JDL as a domestic terrorist group. Failure to 
do so shall be tantamount to sanctioning of Jewish terrorism, in spite of this 
administration's anti-terrorism slogans. Because lack of deeds speaks louder 
than words!

The murders of Dr- Faruqi and his wife were intolerable 
and their murderer must foe brought to justice? however, in the 
absence of any evidence which would support an FBI investigation, 
the only thing we can do is to assist the local authorities in 
any way possible* This we are doing* 

The ability of the FBI to conduct an investigation 
is carefully defined by laws, statutes and presidential 
directives. To go outside that prescribed authority in conducting 
an investigation would make us in violation of the very laws 
we are sworn to typhoid, regardless of the merits or the emotional 
climate which surround the particular case. I’m sure as 


an adherent of our Constitution and our governmental struct 
you would not have us do otherwise. 

Terrorism is one of the most challenging crime 
problems in the world today, and one of the FBI’s functions 
is to make sure terrorists do not succeed in the United States. 
Our goal is to detect and prevent domestic and international 
terrorist activity in the -United States and to investigate 
those terrorist acts abroad which, ^ave- by statute been made 
^prosecutable in the United States.^ The investigation into 
I the murders of Dr* and Mrs. Farug-i’has . not developed any evidence 
i to support, the theory that terrorism was involved. We will, 
however, continue to provide assistance and we will be alert 
to the development of any evidence which would support the 
terrorism theory. On the other hand, there is evidence that 
terrorism was involved in the bombing death of Ales Odeh 
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and the FBI is conducting a comprehensive investigation in 
this regard. I cannot provide any specific information, but 
I can tell you that our efforts are continuing with some of 
our finest investigators and that a def inite investigative 
focus has been established. 

Thank you again for bringing your concern to our 
attention. I hope my response will help you to understand 
our position in this matter.
